Pcriice had reported that for- 
gers were arrested in a security 
crackdown on Ocl 22, but 
vided no details of their activities 
or identities. 

After tile inteirogations were

Ife identified those arrested as 
GhaKb Rai and Yousef Rkein, 
botii Lebanese. 

Posing as potential clients, the 
security agents had been monitor- 
ing Mr. Rai and Mr. Rkein for 
severtd weeks, viriting thmn often 
in their separate apartments. On 
Oct. 22, they finally arrested 
them vMle proudly displaying 
,8ome of their products, the 
spokesman said. 

The documents induded 12 
Lebanese, four Danisb and three 
C^niot passports; 150 foiged 
Palestinian refugees identity 
cards; and 36 Lebanese univeisiQr 
degrees in law, political sdenee, 
buaness- administration, Arabic, 
English and French literature.

Spy’s son seeking citizenship

Now Bitton’s 28-yearold son, 
Daniel, is claiming Egyptian 
eftizenship, to wliidi an Egyptian 
father would entitle him. Faced 
govenunent foot-drag^ng, 
he has sued President Hosni 
Mubarak and Abdul Halim 
hfrisa, tbe interior minister, to 
force toe issue. 

Bitton says his German mother 
did not learn her husband’s 


identity until he was (tying. 

Egyptian Telerision laoncfaed 
tbe late spy’s fame tiiron^iout 
the Arab World two years ago 
with the series “Raafat Al 
Hagan.” It defected a shrewd 
James Bond-type who duped 
Israeli agents to 20 years, ni- 
trated Israeli society and fonnel- 
led information to Cairo, 
obtained mostly from women. 

Investigative jomnalists soon 
reported what they said were 
Hagan’s real names: Gammal and 
Bitton. 

In Israel, the government 
nrither acknowledges nor dmiies 
Bitton was anyone other than a 
bnsinessntan.

the court impose penalties in 
accordance widi tbe provirions of 
die law cm 18 memb^ of a group 
calling itself “Mohammad’s 
Army,” who are accused of car- 
rying out a series of terrorist 
adivities and ptanning others in 
Jordan. 

Addressing the oomt, tbe pub- 
lic prosecutor also demanded that 
tbe court order die confiscati(Mi 
erf all the accused men’s p r op erty, 
cars and weapons found and 
by them in their attacks and 
sabotage activities. 

The pro s ec u tor. Major Mufaan- 
nad ESjazi, said the defendants 
had ben charged with trying to 
diange the oountiy’s constitution 
dini^ih illegitiim^ means, pos- 
sesrion of explosives, hand gre- 
nades, and automatic weapons 
diey had been nang or friaiuiing 
to use in terrorist activities, 
attempting to loD several citizens 
by planting bombs under dieir 
cars and raising money in an 
fliegal manner to finance thor 
operatioos. 

The prosecutor cited tbe testi- 
monies of several witnesses sup- 
porting these charges and tte 
confemon (>f tbe defendants 
themselves to committing such 
actions. 

He said that police officer, Issa 
A1 Naji’s testimexty had agreed 
with the statement of die first 
defendant, Fuad Daneh, and the 
fourdi defendant, Mustafa, who 
had told the court that diey had 
planted explosives under the wit- 
ness’ car last July. 

The prosecutor also cited testi- 
mony by witness Nancy Haddad 
who had told tbe court that last 
January she suffered severe in- 
juries in a car txxnb Uast in front 
of her luKoe at die Gandaweel 
nei^bomlKxxl near'Wadi Seer.

Criticism of goyernment plans 
to impose consumer tax grows

AMMAN — The consumer tax 
imposed on local industries will 
bam very negative oonseqn- 
ences on tbe national economy 
because it win open tbe way foir 
imported prextods to ccxnpete 
vrito national goods, acco^Kng 
to Jordan Businessmen Asso- 
dlatioa (JBA) President Mam- 
douh Abu Hassan. 

Tbe consumer tax will also 
lead to tbe toss erf hundreds 
of miHinng of dinans from the 
country to be invested in more * 
profitable areas, a move which * 
woi^ deal a very hard blow to 
mdii&trial^ development and 
worsen tbe unemployment 
problem fricu^JcMdan, accord- 
ing to Mr. Abu Has^. 

His statement to the Jordan 
Times and A1 R^T dailies 
•coincided Tuesday wito tbe 
publicatioo erf a one page 
notice in the local press by toe 
Amman Chamber of Industry 
attacking the government’s d^ 
dsioa to inqmse die ccmsnmer 
tax as detrimcDtal to Jordanian 
indnstry. 

CoDSTzmer tax is to be ex- 
acted from the amsnmer upon 
his iNtytog any national pro- 
duct manufectmed in tbe coun- 
try and not from toe industrial 
businesses themselves, said 
Mr. Abu Hassan. Tbe process 
was bound to bring heavy los- 
ses to the iMrinaial mduStiy 8S 
pec^ile wtould buy more im-. 
ported products which will seD 
at amitor prices, he said. 

Mr. Abu Hassan said die

Sudi a policy is not k^o- 
al and can never serve toe 
eco n o mic poKeies winch the 
government is trying to 
Nfr. Abo Hassan said. 

He added that the govern- 
ment should have op^ for .

consultations and conducting 
stndies before making 
appropriate decisions that 
wonkl serve national intere s t s . ' 

Mr. Abo Hassan wondered ' 
if the gomnment 
consulted with its Economic 
Advisory Council before 
embarking on this step ^efa, 
the gover n ment said, was ne- 
exssitated by die req ui remente 
of the ecoROonic restructuring 
programme as advocated by 
the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). 

Mr. Abu Hassan said by 
imposing a consumer tax on :

French team winds up study 
on how to preserve Petra rocks

AMMAN — A three-member 
French scientific team has 
wound up a two-week study in 
Jordan and left fts’ home to 
embark on laboratory tests and 
further studies deagned to de- 
termine the harmful elements 
affecting toe rocks of the 
andent Nabatean city (rf Petra. 

The French setentists are 
carrying wito them samples of 
tbe rock dug up through their 
work at the ancient she. 

“In the King’s Tomb we have 
fbund a variety of rocks and 
different minerah,” said team 
leader Pierre Dde&in a state- 
ment to the Jendan Thnea. 

The team ftran the F ren ch 
National Qectrieity Company 
had (Sondocted preKntinaiy 
tests at ihe rocks in and around 
Tbe Enig’s Tomb hi the ancient 
city wito the aim oi detennin- 
ing the causes behind the 
corro si on of rocks. 

"We fimsd mmerals Wfc** sot 
phate, 9 psoD, quarts and ox- 


ides in and around the tomb,” 
said Mr. Ddetie. 

The technical team took 
samples at di ffe i en t levels of 
the tomb. 

"We diose this tomb to con- 
dud die study because it repre- 
sents all types of mhierolo^cal 
evcrinifons in Petra,” Mr. De- 
letie said. 

The team, wfiidi win head to 

Fkance, will take the samplee 

to cany out laboratory tests in 
a Itid to deterntine the best 
meus for protecting the 
an<xent city and providing 
maintenance and restoration to 
the various archaeological 
sites. 

“We win be able to see the 
importance of water ((m die 
ro^), die. (fistance erf ^ rock 
and ai allg enm p a re the 
finriwigK wito odier stndies,” 
Mr. Deletie sakL The Ngg^ 
probldn die team has found, in 
terms of aherdton, is die 
speed at which the rock 
erodes.

“In a few months,” .he 
added, “toe results wQl come 
out a^ then we can find a 
treatment for the rock.” 

Because the rocks in Petra 
are ancient, it is necessary to 
find out the exact speed of die 
rock eroaon^ so tbm the team 
can apply a treatment that 
complements the evolution. 

There is a rock very rimilar 
to that of Petra in the norto 
east of Fkance, he sakL “We 
have studied tte ro(k daring a 
period of one year and I think 
we can use the results of the 
sand stone «on toe treatment 
of die Petra rocks,” Mr. De- 
letie sai(L 

The treatment will be local 
and can take about a few horn 
to take effect, acc o r di ng to Mr. 
Ddetie. "We wiD begin the 
treatment of the liodcs on the 
samples we took and then app- 
ly it to qiedfie areas in Petra.”

Treading on a minefield? 


I STRONGLY feel these days that the economic poliqf of Jordan 
is roaming in a minefield and I am really disheartened the 
sodo-economic lamificatioos tiiat might follow. I do pray that our 
economic poli^ managers find tiidr way safely tiiroogb that land 
although I cannot see how. 

Tte point is that tiiese managers have ttarted experimenting 
wife more of tbe medicines of £e International MoMtary Flmd 
(IMF) before dealing tbe awful . stock of economic pt^lems 
which have been straining every nerve of our soaety and 
economy, namely high costs of livii^, onem(rioyinent and 
inadequate growth rates. It is very well known that tiiey are not 
embaridng on tbe new measures out of tiieir dioioe or liki:^. But 
tiiis, unfortunately, is not a satisfactory consolation becimse it 
does not change tibe final ootoonae. 

The new measures relating to lifting or redudng subadies on 
certain consumer goods, imposing v^ae added tax on some 
dcmestic products and cutting tariff rates on a variety of imports 
may make tilings worse althou^ they could contribute to the 
improvement of tbe fiscal position. It looks a» tiion^ the 1988 
story of currency devaluation is ^xiut to be played all over agw. 
in those days we were fodng economic bardriups and some of us 
thought that devaluation of the dinar will be ti'<3 elixir for a very 
glorious econmnic life. We devalued our CMirency and tiie 
hardships ballooned into a crisis which shock tbe very foundations 
of our economy and sodety. 


Confraiy to advanced countries, developing muntriffs lack the 
sophistication and weapons neetM to impose economic disd- 
I^ine, especially in tiie &1d of prices, lliiis in the case of current 
devahiation, for example, pnees dimb op by mc»e than the 
percentage of devaluation a^ thereby outwei^Uhe competitive 
eelge su|:^N>sed to be pven to domestic products. Likewise, tbe 
K^g or catting of subsidies on certain consumer items willqjark 
a price rise that will spill out into tiie Rliole- c coa omy a nd sei ve as 
a pretext for wholesalers and retailers of all kinds of goods and 
services to pia^ up tiieir prices. Once the inflation spiral starts, it 
win be most difficult to st<^ because tbe stage will have been set 
for it and hs very movement needs time to woiic itself out. 

Inflation wQl inevitably soar, the impact of the purport^ wage 
increase will be more ti^ neutralised and we iral end up in a 
worse shape. And h will be difficult in this case to talk abrat 
reducing tbe budget defidt in tiie longer run the 

government itself is tbe biggest consum er and has now to spend 
more to acquire die same goods and 'fervioeslt used to buy. 

Tbe simuttaneous impoation of consumer tax on domestic 
products and tiie reduction in customs duties on imported goods 
was a mistake, at least in the tactical sense, brause it served a 
painful notice that the doctrine of free international trade and 
thereby the interests of great eoMioaiic powers come first No 
domestic man ufa ct ur er ate has been deafened by tbe rfaetoik on 
protecting warinnal industries and encouraging investment will be 


able to oomfmbeiid and later accept the notion that these 
measures are needed to avc^ the distortion of world markets on 
which the free trade dogma is based. (And who blames him?). 

Tbe fieriest consolation for domestic manufecturers is to tel! 
them that tbe new measures mil motivate them to improve their 
compe ti tiveness. Such improvement does not h^ipen ovemi^t 
but takes tn h* a«wMwpijshH tied to the 

ikliuuluial inake-iq> of industries. Tbe crudal question therefore is 
adiat and bow tiie very survival of domestic enterprises is going to 
be g ua ranteed until teat improvement -materialues. Most prolv 
ably some of tiiem will not survive; riws inq^'es the destruction of 
botii capital formation investments) and jobs. (Remember 
tbe unemplojnDient problem?). 

The reduction of tariff rates on inqiorted products was wrong 
and, because it was coupled witii more tax on domestic products, 
was most provocative. It, moreover, stimulates imports in a 
country ufrose economic crisis oiigjnated in high import levels. 
Mbre imports mean lower growth rates as well. (Remember our 
inadequate growth rate?): The IMF people were not wire to 
demand or insist on ft. But, anyhow, these people never claimed 
to be tiie best brains; they made a point and app^ently we picked 
ft up. 

Again, tiie ecmomic poli^ of Jordan is trading a minefield and 
needs utmost discretkm and a lot of prayers and lock to walk 
safely out of it.

IT is good that Kuwait is free so 
soon. Many other states/people 
have had to waft for tbeii fr:^ 
dom moefa longer (if not inde- 
finitely). No &nbt, Kuwaitis 
have to pay a heavy price for 
tiieir liberation, bnt, ft seems, the 
rest of die worid bad to pay a 
mudi heavier price still! 

No cne is opfxised, or could be 
<^)pos^ to the indqiendence of 
Kuwait (or any other state). It 
deserved it as much as any odier. 
The question is only whether idie 
maniiftr <rf its liberation from 
Iraqi invasion/occupation is 
worth the terrible prire paid by 
Kuwait and other nations of the 
world. A sovereign, independent, 
state for many years, a member 
of tbe United Nations, of tiie 
Non-Aii|pied Movement (NAM), 
of tbe Arab League, and many 
other internatioiial organisations 
and movements — Kiri^t is enti- 
tled to that independenoe, and 
the right of self-defence too of 
tiiat independence — but at what 
price to itself and many other 
states? 

Was tbe quidt liberation of 
Kuwait worth the price for the 
havoc caused by the war to 
Kuwait itself (^»rt {nun tbe 
havoc it has caused for Iraq)? 

The terrible havoc caused to 
liberate. Kuwait has almost veiy 
Ifttle to do with tbe Kuwait before 
Iraqi occupation, except for terri- 
tory. Pre limin ary press rrpons 
have indicated the hi^ price 
Kuwait and Kuwaitis paid for 
their h*beration by the coalition 
forces — in men and materia. It 
vrill take some years, and a lot of 
money (estimated to be $100 bfl- 
fa'ons), ^ reconstructing the war- 
damaged Kuwait. Couldn't 
Kuwmt have wafted for peacefhl 
liberation from Iraqi occupation 
— which, of course, would have 
taken, some months, if not years? 
That Kuwait would become frre 
again was, I believe, never in 
question, because tiiere was wori- 
dwide condemnation of Iraqi 
^gne»on/occupation of Kuwait, 
including other Arab states — 
by the United Natiofis, by the 
NAM, by the Western and East- 
ern States (induding tiie Soviet 
Union). Indeed, it is difficult to 
recall any other issue in history 
.which received so unanimons

Ibat Kuwait and Kuwaitis 


wanted quick liberation from Ira- 
qi oocnpation, is perfectiy undei^ 
standable, and reasonable too, 
bnt could they not have foreseen 
die terrible oonsequenoes of li- 
beration urgently aM by a multi- 
national fmo67 Would they not 
have done better by waiting for 
peaceful liberation, vriiidi would 
have taken a Ifttle longer; dim 
would have, on balance, been 
better for the country and the 
people. After all, in human 
affairs, decisions by nations or 
individuals are taken on tbe for- 
mula of balance (rf advantage and 
for adnevhig dijectives over a 
pmod, not instantly and at a 
higher price than a nation or an 
individual is willin g to pay? That 
Kuwait is able and wflHng to pay 
this price (because of its wealth) 
does not mean that all the 
Blnwaitis were/are willing to en- 
dure tiie terrible human suffering 
tiiey had to go through. 


‘‘The Iraqi occupatioa 
of Knwait and its U- 
beration by a mnhina- 
tlonal force has 
churned up the some- 
what stable int^-state 
relations in the post- 
Cold War world. The 
ongoing detente and 
its worldwide benefi- 
cent impacts have 
nearly vanished.” 


What, then, was the reason or 
justification for its qiddc and 
forcible fiberation? It makes little 
sense — in terms of the terrible 
worldwide, long term, consequ- 
ences of international co mmuni ty 
has to suffer, a part Wn what 
Knwait and Kuwaitis are suf- 
fering.

The war for tiie liberation of 
Kuwait has had far-reaching con- 
sequences to many other nations 
and for tbe system and trends in 
inteniational relations.

The liberation might have 
achieved immense (and imder^ 
standable) sentimental satisfeo- 
tion for Kuwaitis, but would toey 
care to assess the equally im- 
mense harm done to tiie rest of 
tbe worid, induding the scriidarity 
of tbe Arabs and tiieir causes? 

Tbe Ir^i occiqiation of Knwait 
and its liberation by a multina- 
tional force has dinrned up the 
somewhat stable inter-state rela- 
tions in tbe post-cold war world. 
The ongoing d^ente and its worl- 
dwide beneficent impacts have 
nearly vanished. It hre led to a 
sort of entente between tbe Un- 
ited States and tbe Soviet Union 
at the cost of upsetting many 
other large and/or smaller na- 
tions. The hoped for, incipient, 
multiptdar world has t^n nearly 
destined. It has even resulted in 
paralysing a bipolar world, 
which, in retrospect, seems now 
far better than the “unipolar’' 
world Kuwaiti liberation has en- 
ded up. This new “worid order” 
is potentially destructive of the 
“sovereign equality” of members • 
of tiie United Nations guaranted 
by the worid organisation. There 
u^d be hardly any “checks and 
balances” to the hegemony of the 
United States over the rest of the 
world oomniuiuty. The U.S.-led 
mnltiUteral forces tbe Gulf have 
already demonstrated bow the 
U.N. Security Council's limited 
mandate on the liberation of 
Kuwait is no constraint on their 
extensioa of die war to adiieve 
their motivated desire of other, 
iU^timate, objectives, such as 
'desfruction of 1^'s political and 
economic infrastructure, and 
even the possible overthrow of 
the Iraqi FTeadent, Sarfrfam Hus- 
sein. 

Because of the disagreement of 
tiie Soriet Union with the United 
States on the extension by the 
latter of the limited U.N. man- 
date to seek wider U.S. national 
objectives in tbe Golf area (and 
tiie U.S. rejection of Soviet peace 
initiative on the Gulf war too), 
there is now a powerful fector 
(though only potential for the 
time being) for tbe revival of the 
cold war between the two great 
powers. This is besides some 
other likety contributory causes 
for tbe revival of the cold war — 
tiie struggle of the tiiree Baltic 
states for indqwndence backed 


by U.S. public opinion, the 
Soviet alarm at tbe dmnonstrative 
SDCoess (for tbe first time) of the 
use of new sophisticated arms 1^ 
the United States, the likely U.Si/ 
Western domination of West 
Asia after the liberation of 
Kuwait and so on. 

Is the liberation of Kuwait by 
force worth this terrible price for 
tiie world community? 

Tbe Kowmti liberation ques- 
tion has reactivated, only ostens- 
ibly though, the United Nations 
atba the new ddtente, but in 
feet, throttled ft (eqredally the 
great power-dominat^, Serarity 
Coundl). Indeed, the manner in 
which the United States rail- 
roaded in the Security Council 
tbe dozen resolutions in a short 
period on the liberation of 
Kuwait, not only frustrated the 
optimism of students of intema- 
tionai relations/OTganisations ab- 
out the revival (after a long slum- 
ber) of the activities of foe worid 
oiganisations as one of foe be- 
nefidal consequences of tbe new 
detente, but, more seriously, it is 
likely to subvert and endanger 
the organisation by • the b^- 
boozling tactics of foe United 
States in getting_.tiiTOUgb foe 
organ^tion resolutions which 
essentially promoted the unilater- 
al interests of this Ioik super 
power (and its alliesffriends). 

Tbe harmful consequences of 
fordble liberation of Kuwait in-' 
dude the destruction of foe cause 
of the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) and the onlil^y 
possibility, ever, of the establish- 
ment of foe state of Palestine-in 
the Israeli-occupied territories — 
a major objective of not only the 
Arab states, but, also many 
others. What is sad, this result 
has been, indirectly, brought ab- 
out by the Arab' states, them- 
selves, notaUy Iraq, Egypt, &udi 
Arabia, Syria, and foe GCC 
states. 

One other inddental result of 
foe liberation of Kuwait is the 
enormous strengthening of Israel, 
economically and militarily, by its 
traditional su(q>orter, the United 
States. The feet that Mr. Saddam 
Hussein, unconvincingly attemp- 
ted to link the vacation of Ir^'s 
occupation of Kuwait with the 
vacation by Israel of the occupied 
Arab territories, has diverted foe 
world's attention from tiie IsraeU 
exploitation of the Gulf war for 
hs own political, military, aggran- 


disement, to tbe delight of U.S. 
authorities, and to tbe detriment 
of all Arab natkMis and tiie PLO. 

Because of Irak’s attempt to 
IHovoke Israel — Ity firing foe 
Scud missiles — into invdvement 
on the side of foe multinational 
army, there was foe danger of the 
feraeii use of the nuclear- 
weapons in foe Gnlf war^ Equal- 
ly, because of tte Iraqi threat of 
use of cheoiical (and biological 
too?) weapons against ^ modi- 
oational forces, there was a 
potential tiireat of r ed pr ocal use 
erf sudi weiqmas by the U.S7 
British forces. For a while, the 
Gnlf area — and tbe rest (rf the 
world too — lived under the 
agomsing tiireat of these horrible 
weapons, with awful consequ- 
ences, to many other nations too. 
That these weapons were not, in 
fact, used should not lead ns to 
ignore the terrible agony that the 
nations of the world went 
through, because of the Gulf war 
— all because of the h*beTation of 
Kuwait by force. 

Was ft worfo it for Kuwait or 
ofoer nations too. to have gone 
through titis agony? 


a^emess of the 
United States arid the 
United Kingdom to 
liberate Knwait is 
possibly doe to fiieir 
neocolonial aspira- 
tions, in particalar, 
the desire to ensure 
the subservience -of 
the Gulf states to the 
former’s ptditical and 
economic interests, 
ospedafly the supply, 
regularly and cheaply 
of oil.” 


The liberation of Kuwait has 
also led to the likely doniinatibn 
of Arab natious, espeda&y in tiie 
Gulf area, by the United States 
and its Western allies, saefly with 
foe connivance and/or eagerness 
of some leading Arab states: 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia, and the 
ofoer Gnlf states. This b an ex- 
traordinary and post-Worid War 
n reversal of foe de-colonbation 
of the worid. For tbe United^ 
States (as President Bnsh himwif 
has said candidly) it is the 
dieapest war! It has been largely 


paid for by other nations (sadly, 
by Saudi Arabia and Kuwait). In 
effect, we see an extraonfinary, 
new devetopment (U.S. armed 
forces serving as mercenary 
forces!) 

Alrrady, U.S. official and in- 
tellectual sources are rep o rtedly 
planning a uew woiM (Hxler fiev 
tbe Golf states, wbiefa nii^t in- 
dude a new miiftaiy/political 
alliances — a rehash of the 
aborted Middle East Defence 
Oiganbation of tbe i9S0s, the 
now-dismantled CENTO and 
SDcfa other oontraptioos of tbe 
1950s and 1960s. And why not? 
Some Arab nations seem now to 
welcome such a development, 
even at foe risk of cooiprcMnisuig 
their independence! 

And thisLpossible devekqpment 
has other, ^-leadiing, consequ- 
ences to the r^on, inchidii^ 
West Asia and Soufo Asia. Tbe 
polity and movement of non- 
aK gnm ent ft) tbe area (some of 
those states .jt alreacly strackiDing 
tiie-^piment/hon-alijpiment di- 
vide, like Saudi /^bia and 
Pal^tan) would severely hurt the 
uatiunal uiieresis of many non- 
_aligiied-staLss-of the area. The 
feet that tbe United States (and/ 
or the United Kingdeun) mi^ 
not actually be members of si^ 
potential alUaiices ou^t not to 
mislead anyeme — as ft did not, in 
the case of the defunct CENTO. 
3omo-RU^it-4ds(r question the 
relevance of non-afignment in a 
presently ‘^unipolar'’ world, com- 
pletely ignoring tiie ctudally im- 
-portant feet that nou-aligmoent 
has always been against the hege- 
mony of the snper/great powers, 
whether they are one or more. 
And, once again (as in the 19^) 
Incfia would be hard pressed to 

maintain its polity Of nfwi-align- 

ment, partly because (as in the 
19S0s) Pakittan b likely to par- 
tidpate (as in tbe case of tbe (rfd 
CQ4TO) in the Western-spon- 
sored military domination of 
West Asia. 


Muy^atiQns.(as-India) whiefr 
dqieiid on petroleom ^nd its 
by-piDdncts) from the Gulf area 
have been severely affected 
(financially} by foe limited sup- 
phes presently and for some years 
of those products — wfaiefa in turn 
hg_ha d many in cidental eoono- 
coDseqnenoes to these na- 
tions.

Masri should not throw in the towel

AMMAN — Here we go 
again. Another reshuffle, we 
hear, is in the offing, to 
“broaden foe parliamentary 
base” of Prime Mnbter Taber • 
Masri's government, whidi has 
been unusually plagued by so 
many deputies seekmg a few 
Cabinet portfolios in yet 
another rnbuffle. 

The premier, we are told, 
has been enndn^ng a series of 
“consultations” with par- 
liamentaiy blocs, investing so 
moefa of fats time to see who 
becooies minister and wbo| 
doesn’t, a matter whidi b* 
hardly of priority to us — 
spec t a t ors — trying to figure 
out uAere the beef ft. 

The latest reports say that 
b fed up with tbe 
^ole exercise and wants to 
tiirow in tiie towd ratto rhag 
go tiirougji anotbCT taboiftnis 
attem pt to paidi up a “broad- 
based” government that can- 
not be Inroad unless a majority 
b h^jpy with the new set iqi. 
But, considering that the 
broadest gov e r nm ent one can 


peiCBfve in so(A a parliamen- 
tary set up ft more or less a 45 
vote edge in tbe 80-member 
House, it b anderstandable 
wby the premier b' depressed 
and fed up. 

But pexh^ what b more 
depresring in tbe reshuffle syn- 
drome plaguing us for tbe tiiird 
time in less than five mo nth*, ft 
what we, observers, rstmnt 
understand why the premier 
foonld bother with a broad ■ 
based government and a 
reshuffle wfaiefa will not bring 
in the Muslim BrotheriicKXl, 
tbe only solid political group. 
that has dear position on 
major polk^ matters that arft 
not in line with those of foe 
government. 

Can anyone tell ns where 
and how foe Omstitutkm Bloc, 
foe Democratic Bloc and the 
NaticMial Bloc differ with the 
governroent on foe major poli- 
cies affecting the country? Isn't 
it ultimately, more or 1^, tbe 
pragmatic, liberal pro-peaoe 
government against the 
dogmatic, ideological anti- 
peaoe BzotheriKxxl? 


We honestly cannot umfer- 
stand uiiy the premier fe^ 
oblig^ to bring in the Con- 
stitution Bloc, tbe DenMxratic 
Bloc and other groups whose 
difference mostly focus on 
form rather than substance and 
ufro are hardly asban^ of 
admitting that what they seek 
barely goes beyond ministerial 
posts. For it tbe purpose of foe 
reshuffle ft to stmw suf^xnt for 
tbe governmenc’s role in the 
peace process, it b only the 
Brotherhood which b genniiie- 
ly opposed to peace with 
Israel, and thus, we see no 
point in appeasing other 
groups uiio ^^>ear to be play^ 
ing a qxMler role aimed at 
winning portfolios and no 
more. The Constitution Bloc 
has already expressed its sup- . 
port for the peace negotiatioas 
while tbe Democratic Bloc’s 
representatives (JANDA) 
were and some are still part of 
the government which en- 
dorsed tbe peace process. 

There b a fine liro between 
{rfaying politics for the sake of 
confidence votes and playing 


honest for the sake of the 
petyile, and there ft a limit to 
bow fer some of us expect our 
leaders to go to appease groups 
who have less than Httlc to 
cemtribute to our political, eco- 
nomic and social recovery. 

Mr. Masri, a man of great 
integrity, should not be pla^'ng 
for votes that will hardly 
change an 3 rthing on tiie ground 
if we agreed tlut 35 deputies 
would continue to oppose this 
government and any o^rgov- 
ernment under the present 
conditions. He need not do 
foal for many reasons some of 
which are: 

— Only one-third of our 
deputies are genuinely 
opposed to the peace process. 
'Diese represent foe Muslim 
Brotherhood. Tbe others are 
joefctying for position with one 
foot in tbe government and foe 
ofoer seekii^ electoral benefits 
as though either one should be 
at the expense of the otiier. 

— Publie (^nnion polb, con- 
ducted by a private agmity, 
uuficate that siqiport for 
process exceeds % per cent in 


Jordan and 87 per cent among 
Palestinians in tiie occupied 
territories. 

— N<me of the ofoer blocs 
who are not in tbe goverament 
has any alternative and viable 
political or economic program- 
me acceptable to the people to 
offer. 

— The premier should be 
able^ to get enoi^ votes to 
survive a vote of^oonfidence 
wfo the indnskm of Coostitu- 
tioD Bloc rqnesentatives. and 
as nidi, there b no fear of him 
losing the confidence vote. 

_ Furfoermore, we are fiving a 
historic phase in our r^ion. 
Lo^ suggests that t^ b not 
the time to engage in poKtir^ i 
gy.i^auics, settling of- 
nocounts or jockeying fm posi- 
tion that does not strengthen 
our internal fronL The govern- 
ment must act dedrively and 
out of conviction ntiwr 
foUoumg a polity of ^ipease- 
ment for the sake of iqipease- 
ment. The political eaiqi latiiMi 
shoold be based on triiat b 
bettty for tbe country and not . 
what is Ifetter fbr the gov wii * 


ment. We can live without thb 
or that government, bnt we 
cannot lire without ins ti tutions 
tiiat ensure ctmtiimity on a 
better course.

The question then is, vrtietiier 
ios > the terr^ly high cost of tiberation 
of Kuwait, so hastily and b y the , 
gnf use ctf force essentially, from 

1 c states external to the r^km, was 

worth the cost to Kuwait as well 
as many otiier states of the world. 
It does seem to a stndent ctf 
* international relations tiiat the 


price was^ too high, ami to be 
paid for many years, materially 
and otiieTwise too. This is a 
tiiousand pities because, 
apparently, neitber Kuwait, nor 
other Arab states (notaUy Saudi 
Arabia, Egypt and Syria) cared to 
envisage these awful political/ 
military consequences of tiieir 
alleged or real deare to liberate 
Kuwait. 

Hie otter side ctf the medal 

Of course, one can reasonably 
argue tiiat there is no guarantee 
foat Kuwait would have achieved 
its liberation by peaceful means, 
even if delayed senne months/ 
yem. In the prevalence of real 
politic in international relations 
(and despite the general observe 
ance by international law by na- 
tion, and the existence of the 
Unit^ Nations too), some inter- 
national inoblems have remained 
nnsolved for some years — e.g. 
Tibet, occupied Kashmir, Pales- 
tine, Cyprus. The world has the 
habit oif ^getting the existence - 
of these a^ ofoer problems. 
KGght this not have banned to 
Kuwait tcx>, had it not been liber- 
ated Iqr force and qiuckly? 

Yes! tins was posable. But 
then, there is no — tiiere has 
never been — any absolute 
guarantee of the independence of 
states in the soverei^nation- 
state system, as it has been frmc- 
Jioning for the last 350 years. A 
sort ctf law-of-tbe-jungle previ^ 
in international relations (despite , 
law of nations and the United 
Nations) and one is never certain 
of die independence/liberation of 
states. 

Thb uncertainty is integral to 
the sovereign-nation-state sys- 
tem, and is not peculiar to 
Kuwait, as it is not, to any otiier 
indepradent state. The problems 
refened to above are boimd to be 
setived some time or the otiier, 
peacefnlly. And there is no 
gnarantee tiiat they would (or 
could) be solved in the manner 
Knwah was liberated. 

On the otiier hand, in the 
post-war years, nearly 100 states 
have adiieved fireedom from col- 
onialism, the latest being Nami- 
tua, after a 4-decade stnig^e. 

Again, the basic issue is 
whether or not peaceful libera- 
tion, aldiough delayed, is better 
dian forced, instant liberation. 
Perhaps tins is a peculiariy Indian 
view, because of the beii^ts In- 
dia adneved frrom peaceful li- 
beration of India after a sixty- 
year peaoefal struggle of the Indi- 
an people against deej^ entren- 
ched Britishnile. 

Residing Kovrait, it is also 
arguable if it could ever have 
bren liberated peacefully because 
of tiie obdurate detmmhiatimi of 
the President Saddam Hussein 
regiaie to keep it as its 19th- 
'province, at any cost and against 
world opmion. 

Ori tiie other band, it is equally 
argnaUe that President Saddam 
Hussein’s regime, like all sndi 
regimes, is not immortal. But, 
then, tiMre is no way of ensnriiig 
that that leghne wo^ (or would 
not) be succeeded by another 
the same obduraqr; also, the 
cfrcumstances of Iraq might abo 
change in leading to a ttange in 
Iraq’s attitude to Kuwait. After 
all, sndi a dramatic change did 
occur in British rnliiig drdes 
wards independence of Intfia af- 
ter the World War n. For inst- 
ance, why should one assume that 
the Suite majmity (or the Kur- 
diah minority) wo^ tolerate for 
ever the prerent domination of 
Iraq by a Snmri minority? 

In otiier words, one is back 
ag^ to the issue raised in the 
hwginwing — whe^r Kuwaiti U- 


beratiOD, urgently and forcibly, 
was& worthwhile in its own in- 
terest as well as in the interest (tf 
many other nations. 

(again, in an Indian 
perspective) if Kuwait had 
adiieved its HberatiMi peacefully 
against Iraqi domination, it 
would have secured Iraq’s good 
nei^bonrUness — which it would 
not, presently and for the fore- 
seeable future, because of the 
awfixl consequences of the Gulf 
war to Iraq. How long would 
Bbmted Kuwait depend upon 
the mflitary dout of otiier nations 
for retaining its independencB 
from Iraq? Obviously, Kuwait 
could never — small as it is — 
maintain a credible defence post- 
ure against the very mudi tri gg er 
and fretter-armed Iraq. Would it 
not, then, be better for Kuwait to 
have bad peaceful liberation and 
friendly separation from Iraq — 
again, as in the case of India and 
the United Kingdoin? 

Because of its continuing milit- 
' ary weakness, Kuwait is likely to 
be perennially indebted not only 
to the neighbourly Arab states, 
but also to the United States and 
the U.K. — uhich it needs to be 
repeated, are less motivated ^ 
any anxious desire for Kuwaiti 
independence than in having sub- 
servient oil-rich semi-colony 
under their thumb. In the long 
run , friendship of Iraq for Kuwait 
b a more creole defence of the 
latter's survival as an indepen- 
dent state than subservience to 
otiier states, Arab and non-Arab. 

The Kuwait re^me is prmnis- 
ing democratic rmorms in a sys- 
tem presently dominated by a , 
single rnling femily — and thb 
promise b apparently inspiied by 
external prereures. If and when 
these promises are fulfilled (or 
the externa! pressures are re- 
leased), with a govenunent run 
by Palestinians and/or Egyptians 
(because of the small Kuwaiti 
population) and with the help of a 
large- non-Arab people — Indi- 
ans, Pakistanb, Thab, Filipinos 
— how loi^ can Kuwait 
tolerate extemal/mtenia] crutch- 
es, and still pretend to be 
snve rei gn, independent and equal 
in the community of nations? 
And, vdiat U the credibility of 
roch a regime, even if Kuwait 
regains its fbnuer wealth? What 
was the point of libeition by 
external forces and antagonising 
large, powerfril, Iraq for ever? - -

Hb Majesty King Hnssem and 
Prime Minister Taber Masri dur- 
ing hb visit here, said that the 
Palestinian delegation to the 
Madrid peace coherenc e , which 
only induded personalities from 
the occQfried West and 

Gaza Strip, exduding Jerusalem, 
would affect the snbaance of the 
actual negotiations with Israel.^ 
“Israel that tiie Palesti- 

nian representation to tiie peace 
conference be limited only to the 
West Bank and Gaza because its 
aim is to Kmi t the sob^ance of die 
■n^otiatioiis to the destiny of only 
the Palestinians from the oocu- 
]ried territories, esududing Jeru- 
salem,” Mr. Hawatmeh stressed. 

It was agreed in Madrid that 
the next round of Palestiniaii- 
Israeli bilateral negotiations' 
wo^ the procedure of 

transferring authority to the 
Palestinians of the oociqried terri- 
tories. Although the Palestinian 
negotiators insist that self- 
government is a transitional 
phase toward' complete Israeli 
withdrawal from the Arab terri- 
tories it occufried in 1967, Israel 
has not indirated that it was 
willing to do so. 

Palestinian delegates to the 
Madrid conference, u4io were in 
Amman recently on their way to 
the occupied territories, had told 
the Ionian Tunes that the opinioa 
of tiie Syria-based DFLP, one ctf 
^ larg^ f^otts in the PLO, 
had its weight amo^ the Palesti- 
nians in the occufHed territories. 

Mr. Hawatmeh said that hb 
orgamsation did not oppose the 
peace process, but opposed the 
American conditions ^aoed on 
the Palestinians to participate in- 
the form that it did in Madrid.' 

“Jerusalem lepresratatives and 
Palestinians in tiie cfiaqiora mu^ 
be indwlcd in tiie negotiations if 
there b to be negotiations on 
their national r^ts within inter- 
national legitimacy,” Mr. Hawat- 
meh stres^. 

“Sixty per cent of the Palesti- 
nian pec^le in the diaspora and 
the Palestinians from Jerusalem 
cannpt be ignenred and they have 
the ri^t to be represented at tiie 
negotiating table,” he added. 

**We must insis t oo a united 
delegation that would include all 
the Palestinian people every- 
«riiere, and if there b oo positive 
response from Israel and the 
U.S., we should su^nd the 
negotiations until tins problem is 
solved tfaroo^ Arab, Eim^iean 
and international help,” Mr. 
Hawafrneh said, adding that the 
tenns of reference should be tiie 
Second Coundl resolutions tiiat 
recognise the Palestinians as a 
peofrie who had rights to repr^ 
sent fhcmselves through their 
diosen legitimate represeatative, 
the PLO. 

Mr. Hawatmeh accused PLO 
Oiainnao Yasser Arafat and hb 
“conservative” supporters ctf de- 
viating from the dedaons ctf the 
Palestine National Council 
(PNC) and the Pafestine Central 
Council (PCC) that aD Palesti- 
nians most be represented at the 
peace conference. He said thb 
‘’violation” bad deepened tiie 
spGt among the PLO and the 
Palestinian people. 

“We lost wh^ we ccmld have 
frtnn tiie outset of (U.S. 
Secretary of State James) Baker’s 
shat^ to the r^on, because he 
(Mr. Baker) repeatedly stated 
that tiiere would be no peace 
coteferenoe without the Palesti- 
niaiis,” said Mr. Ibwatmeh. 

He added that it was not too 
late “to put the train on the right 
track bmnse if we ride a train 
coadi that travds accorAng to 


the mood of the American diiveT, 
we should not be hostage to hb 
mood because it could crash. We 
should participate in the move- 
meut of thb train by putting it on 
the right trad:.” 
i Tcmg the metaphor of the 
train, Mr. Hawatmeh said that 
die Palestinian leadership had de- 
cided to participate according to 
tiie American conditions because 
they feared missing the train 
“even if it meant riding in the 
third class coadi.” He described 
thb policy as “adventurous that 
could lead to destructive results.” 
“There b no need to fear mis- 
sing the train after if passed its 
‘ninth statim’ in Madrid because 
no one will ask tiiem to get off, 
and omther will we,” Mr. Hawat- 
meh said. “Bnt we call on them to 
return to our legitiinate decisions 
(of the roc and PCC) by putting 
the process on the ri^t track in 
the next train stations. Only tiien 
uffl we be ready to be part of the 
n egftriating team in thb process." 

The Palestinian leader consi- 
dered Mr. Baker's eight peace 
riintdes to the region as ei^t 
stations and Ma«irid was the 

ninth . 

Mr. Hawatmeh also said that 
combined efforts between the 
Jordanian and Palestinian nego- 
tiatois should insist on Unking the 
issue of Israeli settlements to 
suspending tiie negotiations until 
tiie Jewish state actually stops 
them. Mr. Hawatmeh referred to 
Isradi Prime Minbter Yitzhak 
Shamir's pnbUc statmnents tiiat 
the settlements would continne 
and that be did not intend to 
“give up one indi” of tiie territory 

ies. 

“The rettiemeuts also pore a 
-demographic and security threat 
.to Jordan, where the East Batik 
would find hseif forced with an 
influx frran the West Bank, espe- 
cially that there still exists a laige 
IstaeU sdiool of thought tiiat 
believes Jordan b Palestine,” 
noted Mr. Hawatmeh. 

He added tiiat negotiating the 
status of Palestinian refugees in 
multilateral talks rather than 
in the bilateral talks between tiie 
Israelb and Palestinians also 
posed a threat. 

Mr. Hawatmeh said that to 
turn the issue of Palestinian re- 
fugees into a re^onal issue and 
not a Palestinian problem, with 
support ^ international resolu- 
tions, could mean absorbing 
Patestinians into the countries 
where they reside ratiier titan to 
practise tiieir r^ht of return. 

The Pdestinian leader also cal- 
led for Palestinian intistence on 
rfiangmg the al^nda in tine next 
round of bUateral negotiations of 
dbcussicMi cm self-role for the 
Palestinians in the»West Bank 
and Gaza Strip “throng goaian- 
tees of linkage to stopping rettie- 
ments and the ri^t to self- 
determination.” 

“Oi^ reforming tiie delega- 

'tion to* indiide aU Patestiniatts can 
we propose an agenda according 
to Seemity Cowicil resedntions 
dealing w& the land fm peace 
formnfe, dbmantiing and stop- 
.fring the settlements, self- 
determniation and die li^it of 
refogees to return to their 
home,” Mr. Hawatmtt stressed, 
ineisting that the Te[ffeseDtation 
was Unked to the substance that 
would be negotiated with the 
Israefis. 

He said tiiat boldii^ an Arab 
summit that includes all members 
- of the Arab League was now 
necessary and c^d help in 
readimg what be described as a 
rrwmnnn platform tO “protect- 
Palestinian, Jordanian and Arab 
interests.”

The Palestinians’ vision of die 
interim period contrasts witii 
Israeli bineprints more dian a 
decade old. 

During the failed Israeli- 
Egyptian Palestinian antonomy* 
tails that followed the 1979 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty — 
based on the Camp David 
accords — Israel proposed 
Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip take diaige of 
their daily livc^ leaving ovmaD 
cootrol to tiie Israeli army. 

“We stick to the Camp David 
agreements,” an feraeG fbrdgu 
minbfry spokesman said. 

He s^ that plan did not enyis- 
^ Palestinian resideixts omitn^- 
ing tiw land. 


That does not mean, 
however, that JANDA 
groups will oi^xire any new 
cabinet, that Mr. Masri 
forms. “We' mi^t oppose 
oeTtain policies but tfam b 
no intention to fight Mr. 
Masri,” said a leader of one 
of the main groups of JAN- 
DA. 

Leaden of JANDA have 
postponed a discussion of 
udietiier to vote in favour of 
reshuffled new caUnet when 
Parfiament convenes on the 
first of Decmnber. 

“It mainly depends on the 
programme be offera. Our 
not to take part does 
not mean withhctfiSiig confi- 
dence,” said one JANDA 
official. 

JANDA sonroes said that 
the g r oup might support a 
reshuffled cabinet if only to 
ensure that Mr. Masri b not 
rq)laced by an^er prime 
minigtwr “udio b DOt 8s Com- 
mitted to democrat.” 

Judging from contacts witii 
JANDA offidab, domestic 
policies appear to play a 
mme crndal role in de^- 
nrining the aOkuioe’s podtion 
over the debate on the Arab- 
Israefi taiw. 

JANDA b divided on tiie 
peace talks, but it b oni^ 
ag^nst government austerity 
measures and what it views as 
revived increasing interven- 
tion by tire seeing q^Mutrtiis 

in curinng pofitical actirities 
and freedom of expression. 

Altiiou^ three of hs d^ 
poties signed the petition en- 
dorsed by 49 parliamenta- 
lians last month calling for 
the reaguation of Mr. Mbsri, 
JANDA as a group did not 
endorse the move. 

According to analysts, 
JANDA, in fret opposed the 
petition for three reasons: 

— Concern that “conserva- 
tive elements” will take over 
the cabinet — thus presenting 


potential curbs on poKtical 
freedoms. 

— The Palestine National 
Council (PNC), whicb was 
held in Algim last Septra— 
her, authenised Palestinian 
involvement in the peace pro- 
cess. JAl^A was eiqiected 
to pun at its ministers if the 
PNC had blo^ed Palestinian 
participation. “It wonld have 
been very ri^ to s^ipoit 
Jordan’s partidpation in die 
conference without the 
Palestinians,” one source 
said. 

— JANDA’s dedskm not 
to enter an alliance with tiie 
Muslim Brodierhood. 

In addition to these 
reasons, analysts believe tiiat 
su pport for M'. Masri himself 
was and remains an impor- 
tant .factor that influences if 
not necessarily deternxmes 
JANDA’s attitude. 

But a ccMnbmation of <fif- 
ferences witiiin the Palesti- 
man ranks over the Madrid 
conference — that influenced 
the debate and tiie podtions 
of some pob’tical groups here 
— the government aurteri^ 
measures and what b viewed 
as curbs on political freedoms 
have trigged dissatisfaction 
among tbe major groups that 
constitute JANDA. 

Tbe confiscation of the 
Muslim Brothmhood’s week- 
ly AI Rabat, the oensmship 
^ the lefrbt Al AhaH weekly 
and ^ dirtuption of an anti- 
peace amfeienoe blambt ral- 
ly at tbe Professional Asso- 
ciations Complex are died by 
max^ as indications of “re- 
gressioa” on political free- 
doms. 

But critids of JANDA, in- 
dndiDg some leftists, argue 
feat the affiance bears a great 
reqxmsflnlity in fe3mg' to 
protect democratic free^toms 
by not commg out with a 
dearly defined pcffitical prog- 
ramme.”
